^ MEMORANDUM OE AGREEMENT made this 10th day of May 1922 between the 
Sylhet Co-operative Town Bank, Limited, nn urban Bank registered under Act II of 
1912 having its place of business in the town ot Sylhet hereinafter called the “ Bank 
of the one part and the Secretary of State for India in Council and on his behalf the 
Governor of Assam in Council hereinafter called “ The Secretary of State ” of the other 
part. 

"Whei cas for tho purpose of the ronsti in lion of permanent offices for the storage and 
safe custody of office records and also for the accommodation of office bearers and for 
carrying on business ns a Bank, the Bank applied lo the Governor of Assam in Council 
for the acquisition under the provisions of the Land Acquisition Act, 1894, of the piece 
or parcel of land containing 17 kathns 14 chhataks of land situated in Purnn Lane in 
the town of Sylhet. 

And whereas the said piece oi land measuring 17 kothas 14 chhataks was acquired 
lor the said pui pose for the Bank upon an agreement under section 41 of the Act being 
executed between the Bank of the one hand and the Governor of Assam in Council of 
the other — on the 29th day of March 1921. 

And whereas the nala (drain) io the north of the land acquired for the aforesaid 
purpose measures 11 chhatajrs and the said drain is of no use to the original owners of 
tho land. 

And whereas the owners of the land acquired filed an application praying for 
acquiring the drain and the band Acquisition Collector held a local enquiiy and decided 
to grant the prayer and to acquire for the Bank the said drain more' particularly 
described in the schedule hereto and delineated in the plan hereto annexed for the pur- 
poses of the original acquisition as part oi the premises previously acquired.

1. On demand the Bank shall and will pay to the said Governor of Assam in 
Council all and every compensation in respect of the said land tcndeied, paid or awarded 
or to bo tendered, paid or awarded by lire Collector of Sylhet under the Land Acquisi- 
tion Act, 1891, or Try the Court to which a reference under Pint III of tho said Act may 
he made, or by the Court or Courts to which an appeal from the award of this said Court 
may he preferred and nil costs, charges and expenses ot the proceedings in the aforesaid 
Courts, or otherwise incidental to the proposed acquisition or payable in respect thereof 
under the provisions oi tin said Act. 

2. On demand made by the said Collector the obligation of ilie Bank under the last 
preceding clause not hoing thereby limited, the Bank shall and will deposit with tho 
said Collector such sum or sums of money us in his discretion the Collector may in anti- 
cipation estimate to he necessary for the purposes mentioned in the last preceding clause. 

3. On payment by the Bank of all demands under the foregoing first clause, or, in 
the discretion of the said Governor of Assam in Council (on deposit by the Bank ot 
all estimated amounts as provided in the second clause), hut not before possession shall 
have been taken under the provisions of the uLovementiouod Act, the Secretary of State 
shall make over possession of tho said land to the Bank and shall execute and do all 
such n< ts and deeds as may ho necessary and proper lor ettectually vesting tire same in 
the Bank. 

4. The said land shall be held by the Bank for the purpose of carrying on its 
business as u Co-operative Town Bank under Act II of 1912 as is hereinafter mentioned 
and without the sum tion in writing of Ifie und Gov ei nor of Assam in Council first had 
and obtained, for no other purpose whatsoever. 

5. Should the said land at any time hereafter cease for a peiiod of 12 consecutive 
months, to be held and Used, or cease to he required tor the purpose or purposes provided 
for in the foregoing fourth clause then and in any such case, the said Governor of Assam 
in Council may summarily l e-enter upon and (afro possession ot the said land and struc- 
tures thereon and thereupon the interest oi tho Bank in the said land and structures 
shall absolutely cease and determine.

2. (i) A copy of a record shall be granted in the manner prescribed by these rules 
to any person, who, under the law for the time being in force, or under these rules, 
is entitled to receive it, and a copy may be so grunted to any person permitted by these 
rules or otherwise to obtain one. 

(iij A plaintiff or a defendant wbo has appealed to the suit and a party to a 
minimal complaint shall at any stage of the suit or complaint obtain copies of the 
records of the suit including exhibits which have been put in and finally incepted by 
the court as evidence.

(m)' A stranger to a suit, on application, shall be granted, alter decree, copies of 
the plaint, written statements, affidavits and petitions hied in the suit, but shall not 
be granted copies of any such documents before decree without the pievious sanction of 
the court concerned. He shall also obtain copies of judgments, decrees or oiders at 
any time after they have been passed or made, but he shall not obtain copies of exhibits, 
put in as evidence, without the consent of the person by whom they were produced. 

(iv) Any person may, on application, obtain a copy of a record of right, annual 
record, khasra-girdawari, or of the record of diatributiou of an assessment over the 
holdings of an estate, or of an entry in a register of mutations, 

(y) Copies of the orders passed by competent authority ou proceedings under the 
Land Revenue and Tenancy Acts shall be granted to applicants. But copies of reports 
and reoommendatipns made by Revenue Officers to their superior officers, in connection 
with such proceedings, shall not he granted unless in the opinion of the officer by whom 
the order was passed they are necessary for the understanding of his order. 

(vi) Oopies of the final order passed on muafis sanctioned by competent authority' 
may he granted by the Deputy Commissioner . But copies oi recommendations sub- 1 
mitted lor sanction shall not be granted unless they have been approved and are 
necessary for the understanding of the sanction. 

iyii) In cases regarding the reduction of lambardnrs a copy of the Chief Com- 
missioner’s order may be given by the Deputy Commissioner. 

(yiii) Except with the previous sanction of the Chief Commissioner, copies of 
documents shall not he granted to any pel son not otherwise entitled to them, with 
whom there is any likelihood of any suit arising. 

(wj Official lottors are privileged documents, to copies of which no person has any 
claim whatever. Should it be desirable to grant a copy of a letter or of an extract of 
a letter received by a subordinate from a superior officer, reference should in every 
case he made to the superior officer for permission. 

(#) Subject to the ubovo limitations, every person shall be entitled to a copy of a 
public document as defined in soclion 70 of the Evidence Act. In case of doubt the 
head of the office shall decide what are public documents, and what are not, on the 
question being reforred to him. Copies of private documents on records and files of 
Government and public offices shall not he granted without the previous sanction of 
the head of the office, 

II.— Aitlication for copies of Record. 

3. An application for a copy of a record may he made in person or by post and inay' 
be made by any person authorised by another to act in his behalf, The full name, 
parentage and address of the applicant shall he given in the application. 

Note, The authoiity need not necessarily consist of a formal power of attorney, but the officer 

authorised to receive and deal with applications for copies must satisfy himself, in such manner as ha 
roiiHulet'H sufficient, that the person applying is oither himself entitled to the copy applied for or has in 
fact been authorised to act for a person who is so entitled. 

4. Only one application need he made for copies of papers concerning a single cause, 
or matter, which are iu the same record, e.y., if copies are required of four separate 
papers in one record, only one application is necessary. 
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5. Each application, not being an application referred to in rule 17 hereinafter, 
must by law have a one-anna court-fee stamp affixed to it. In the ease of applications 
presented ip. person this stamp shall be affixed before presentation. In the case of 
unstamped applications received by post the stamp will be affixed as hereinafter 
provided. 

6. Applications for copies including requisitions received op behalf of prisoners 
in jail will be received by t lie officer in charge of the copying agency or by the copying 
agent. 

Provided that an application for a copy of a record of the High Court, op of the 
District, or (Session Court, or of the office or court of the Chief Commissioner made to 
a lower couit or office in which the record may be at tlio time of the application, shall 
not bo complied with without the permission of the superior court or officer concerned. 

III. — Pkocebithe on iieceust oe Application. 

7. In the caso of personal application— 

The assistant copying agent shall — 

If the copy can be given — 

(1) Make the necessary entries in the Eegisler “ A ” as hereinafter provided and 
cancel the court-fee stamp according to law. 

(2) Endorse on the reverse of the application the following ; — 

(a) The time and date of receipt ol application ; 

( b ) An order to the record-keeper to issue the record, or, in the ease of pending 

records, a requisition for the sanction of the court concerned; and 

(c) Name of copyist to whom the application will be allotted. 

(31 Have these endorsements initialled by the copying agent. 

(4) Put up the application to the officer in charge for final sanction and distribu- 
tion to copyists. 

If there appears to be reason that the copy should not he* given, take the order of 
the officer in charge and if sanction is refused, note accordingly in the column of remarks 
in Register A annexed to these rules. 

8. In the ease of applications by post the assistant shall, if necessary, procure from 
the copying agent and affix the court-fee stamp aud proceed as iu rule 7. 

Note The copying agent will provide nil such court-foe stampB from his imprest. 

9. Copies shall ordinarily be prepared — 

In the case of ordinary copies within three working days. 

In the case of urgent copies by tho next day. 

The following scales of fines for delay in the preparation of copies shall he strictly 
enforced ; • — 

For 1 day’s delay over and above 3 days . £ of the copying fee. 

For 2 days’ delay over and above 3 days . £ of the copying fee. 

For 3 days’ delay over and above 3 days . 4 of the copying fee. 

For 4 days’ delay or mole above 3 days . the whole of the copying fee. 

(These days are to be calculated from the date on which the copyist receives the file.) 

In the case of urgent copies, if the copy is not prepared by the next day the urgont 
fees shall ordinarily be forfeited. 

The copying agent shall calculate the fines and not the amount of the fine on tiro 
application. 

The officer in charge shall satisfy himself that the fine has been correctly calculated, 
und in the absence of any reasonable excuse on the part of the copyist concerned shall 
sanction the fine and initial the entry. 

10. A register (in Form “ A ’’ annexed to these rules) shall bo maintained in which 
every application for a copy of a record including jail requisitions shall, if sanctioned, 
be forthwith entered under the orders ol the officer in charge. Separate registers shall 
be kept for English and for Vernacular copies. 

11. Whenever owing to faulty or insufficient information i«t the application, it is 
reported by the record office to be impossible to trace a Tecord or part of a record, 
the application shall be returned to the applicant (or in cn.se of jail requisitions to the 
Superintendent, Jail), with a request for fuller or correct information. 

12. In the case of personal applications, when the copy is leady and the foes 
authorised hereinafter have been calculated and noted on the copy- 

fa) The copy shall he delivered to the applicant on payment of the fees due. 

{1) If an applicant fails to appear to claim his copy within 7 days after the 
copy is ready for issue and in all other rases where it is so desired by 
the applicant the ropy will be sent to him by V. P. Post. 

13. In the case of applications made bv post the copies shall be sent to applicants 
byY. P. P. 

When the copy, to be sent by V. P. P., is ready and tire faos calculated and noted, 
the copying agent shall enter “by post” in column 14 of Register A and obtain tho 
attestation of the officer in charge in that Column. He shall then proceed to despatch 
the copy by V. P. P. ap hereinafter provided. 
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14. When copies have to bo sent by V. 1 J . Post the copying agent shall, as soon as 
the copy is struck off Register A, enter it ill Register C. lie shall then despatch the 
copy by Y. P, Post lor an amount to include the sum duo on account of — 

(1) copying fees including urgent fee, if any, 

(2) Court-fee stamp of one-anna, if any, 

(3) postal charges, 

(4) value payable post commission, 

(5) special seaich fee, :f any, and 

(6) an agency fee of two annas. 

He shall pay the Government dues, beureli fees, postal charges and value payable 
commission from his impiefat and enter the amounts disbursed, as also the agency fee, 
in Register C. 

One register each in Forms C and 1) alone shall be maintained. The copying 
agent’s imprest shall be recouped when necessary by contingent bills signed by the 
officer, in charge. 

15. If charges due on Y. P. P. packets uic not recovered at the end of three 
months, tho Deputy Commissioner may draw the amount on a contingent bill under 
Budgot head 47 — Miscellaneous Potty Establishments and recoup the copying agent. 
If subsequently recovered the sum shall be credited to head XXXV — Miscellaneous 
Provincial, sub-head Miscellaneous, detailed head Copying Agency Account. Each case 
of a refused packet shall be entered in Register 0. 

1G. All sanctioned applications lor copies shall, when tho copies have been delivered 
to the applicant, he sent to tho lecord-keoper to be filed with the record concerned. 

17, The following copies shall be given free of cost; — 

Copies applied for— 

(1) By prisoners in jail, whether through the jail authorities or by power of 

attorney, 

(2) By the Government-, Advocate, and 

(3) By, or on behalf of, any branch of Government.

18. (I) Tho Mowing shall be the scale of consolidated copying fees, including the 
former record office fees i —

These rates include the cost of paper, which will be supplied by Government. The 
amount of paper used for each copy will be entered in the appropriate column in 
Register A in order to check waste. 

(II) For field maps, boundary maps and tabular work a special fee will be fixed by 
the officer in charge, hut this fee should always Ire a multiple of 2 annas, 

(III) Fees for “ urgent” copies will bo us follows: — 

When the ordinary copying fee is less than Its. 1-8-0 per copy double the ordinary 
copying fco. 

When the ordinary copying fee is Rs. 1-8-0 or over per copy an additional fee of 

Its. 1-8-0. 


(IV) Soarch fees should not ordinarily be required as it is the duty of the record 
loom staff to find records readily. But if the officer iu charge considers that, owing 
to tho defective information supplied by tho applicant, the search for the document 
has involved an unreasonable amount of trouble to tho recoid room staff he may, on the 
application of the record room staff, impose a search ^ce of Re. 1 which will be recovered 
by the copying agent from tho applicant and credited at the end of tho month direct 
Under “ Administration of Justice ” or “ Land Revenue ” as the ease may he, as a 
record office receipt. 


V. Cor vi, si's. 


19. (I) For the preparation of copies the Deputy Commissioner shall engage a 
sufficient number of persons qualified to matte copies of records. The number of persons 
so engaged should be stridy limited to aciual requirements for the woik of copying in 
oithor the English or the Vernacular language aw the case may be, 

(II) Persons engaged as copyists should be— 

(a) Of assured good character, 
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(b) Competent to write last and well in English or Urdu, as the case may be, 

and 

(c) In the case of English copyists thoroughly efficient typists. 

20. The authority engaging a copyist nmy, at any time and without assinging any 
rnison for so doing, dispense with his services. 

21. (A) A register of candidates for the post of copyist shall be kept by tho officer in 
charge and the names of all candidates shall be entered therein after due examination by 
the officer in charge as to their fitness and character. 

(Bj There will be two classes of copyists uiz., Class A and Class B. 

All copyistS when first engaged will he placed in Class B and will be promoted to 
Class A on becoming efficient. 

Promotions to and reduction from Class A shall be made by the officer in charge, 
whose orders shall in all eases be final. 

The total monthly sum available for the pay of tho copyists shall be so divided 
among the copyists that each copyist iu Class if shall receive only three-fourths of 
the pay of each copyist iu Class A. 

YI. — Manner of making Copies. 

22. (If Every copy under these i ules shall he headed by a Bhort description of the 
record with the name of the estate, tehsil and district to which it relates, in the case 
of a judgment or an older it shall have a heading containing the following particulars : — 

(«) The court or ofiice by which the case was decided with the name and powers 
of the presiding officer, and iu an appellate case the name and official 
designation of the officer whose order was appealed against and the dale of 
that order; 

( b ) The date of the institution and of the decision of the suit, proceeding or 

appeal, as the cuho may bo; ' 

(c) The names and description of the parties'; 

(d) The subj oct matter of the suit or proceeding, and the estate, tehsil and district 

in which situate. 

(II) Every copy shall be prepared: — 

(u) In a good legible hand or in clear typewriting as the caso may he ; 

( b ) Upon water marked paper except in the case of copies of the documents noted 

in rule 27 below, which shall be prepared on printed forms supplied from 
the Deputy Commissioner's stock, no charge being made for them; 

(c) With ink of good quality; and 

(<x) In the case of copies made in Urdu in the iSasialik style. 

(III) Marginal reference shall be mudo to the paging of the original. 

(IY) Whore more than one copy of the same record is ordered to be prepared at 
the same time the duplicating process shall be used when possible. 

23. The copies supplied shall be limited to the records applied for. 

24. Copyists shall in no circumstances he allowed access to the record room itself. 
Files will be given to them by the Copying Agent, and no files or parts of files are to 
he removed by the copyists from the copying room. An assistant deputed for this 
purpose by the officer in charge will be resposible for the safe custody and careful 
handling of all files given to copyists. 

25. If copies are required of documents in the custody of the Sadar Qanungo, the*, 
copyists shall prepare the copy iu the Sadar Qnnugo’s office. Such documents must 
nut removed from the custody of the Sadar Qanungo. 

26. When copies of revenue and other records are supplied on printed forms in 
accordance with rule 22 (II) (6), the copying fee will bo calculated on written matter 

only. 

27. The following are among documents of which copies shall he given on such 
forms : 

(a) Decrees, 

( b ) Notices of ejectment, 

(c) Charges, 

(d) Headings of “ opening sheets ” in Judicial records, 

(e) extracts from jumabandis, mutation legislcrs, kliasra giidawaris, settlement 

records etc., and any other documents at the diseietion of the Doputy 
Cammissioner, 

28. A copy of a copy shall never be granted unless expressly asked for as such, as, 
for instance, in order to call in question the correctness of the copy granted. The fact 
that it is^so required shall be entered in the heading. 

29. In granting copies of records, if the copies cover more than one sheet of paper 
the separate sheets shall be stitched together in book form. 

30. After the copy has been made, and before it has been revised and attested, the 
following particulars shall be endorsed thereon, in the case of copies made in the English 
language, in English, and in the case of copies made in Urdu, in Urdu— 

(u) The number of the application in the register, 

(b) The date of presentation of the application for a copy, 
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(r) The number of words copied, 

(d) Fees due — 

(1) Copying fee, 

(2) Urgent fee, if any, 

(3) Search fee, if any, 

(4) Agency fee, 

(V) The name of the copyist, 

(f) The date on which the copy was completed by the copyist, 

(a) Cause of delay, if any, and 
Qi) The applicant's name, 

VII ■ — Supeh vts;on and Attestation. 

31. (i) An Assistant Commissionoi or Extra Assistant Commissioner shall be placed 
in immediate charge of the copying agency under the Deputy Commissioner. 

(u) The oflioor in charge shall in addition to other duties herein prescribed — 

(a) Examine the registers frequently. 

(h) Supervise the work of the attestation officers, the copying agent and his 
assistants. 

(c) Be responsible for the proper distribution of copies to all copyists. 

(d) Check the imprest account of the copying agent, on the first of the month. 

( e ) Prepare the annual budget. 

(Hi) The Superintendent of tho Deputy Commissioner’s office shall be responsible 
for the attestation and revision of all English copies. 

(iv) The copying agent shall— 

(a) Be responsible for the attestation and revision of all Vernacular copies in the 

manner prescribed in tule 31 (v) hereafter. 

(b) Supervise tho work of his assistants and the copyists under tho direction of 

the officer in charge. 

(i r ) Be responsible for procuring tho records fronl the record room and for restor- 
ing thorn to the record room when no longer required. Copyists are not 
allowed to enter the record room. 

(d) Examine any records or parts of records regarding which copyists are in 
doubt; deciding the doubtful point himself or reporting it for decision to 
the officer in charge if nocessary. 

(o) At the tinio a copv is deliverod to an applicant or despatched by V. P. Post 
endorse thereupon the date of such delivery or despatch and duly cancel 
the court-fee labels affixed to it, if any. 

( v ) ( i ) The revising and attesting officer, before attesting a copy, shall — * 
(a) Personally compare every such copy with the original record from which it 

has boen made ; 

(h) Attest evciv alteration made in such copy bv initialling the mine; 

(a) Examine and initial the endorsements made upon the copy in accordance with 

these rules ; 

(d) Examine the headings and form of tho copv, and seo that they nro in acbord- 
ance with tho law and the rules and directions applying to such copy; 

(V) Seo that the copy is written on the prescribed quality of paper with ink of 
good quality and in neat, legible handwriting; and 

(f) See that#he fees have been properly calculated and noted on tho copv. 

(ii) When the copy is found to be in all respects conoct and ready for delivery to 
the applicant, he shall endorse thoreupou the following words: — 

“ Certified to be a true copy ” 

and shall sign and date the endorsement, and subscribe his official designation, below 
which ho shall endorse the following words: — 

“Authorised by section 76 of tho Indian Evidence Act, 1872.” , 

He shall then cause the proper seal to be affixed to the copv. If the copy comprises 
more than one sheet of paper, he shall see that the sheets arc properly paged and shall 
endorse the word “ attested “ on every such sheet, entering his initials and the date 
thereunder, 

(in') In the event of any copy being found to be unfit for issue by reason that it— 
fa) Has not been cleaily and neatly written; 

(b) Is not in the prescribed form or on paper of the prescribed quality; 

(c) Was so incorrect that the revision has rendered it unfit for issue; 

( d) Does not conform to these rules and orders ; and 

(e) Is otherwise open to objection; 

he shall forthwith write the word " cancelled ” across tho copy, have it initialled by 
the officer in charge and a fresh copy shall be made without further charge 

32 Out. of the y^-ths fees credited undei head XXTXV- Miscellaneous, to meet the ex- 
penses of the copying agency (vide rule 33) shall he paid the salaries of the copying 
agent, the assistant copying agent, and such other establishment as may be sanctioned 
for the copying agency and the Superintendent of the Deputy Commissioner’s Office or 
such other officer as may be appointed to attest English copies shtill receive T \jth of the 
fees received for attesting English copies. 
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The balance after the abovenamod sums have been paid shall be available for the 
contingent expenses of the agency. 

VIII. — Accounts, 


33. Sums duo on account of — 

(a) Copying fees ; 

(b) Urgent fees; 

(c) Search fees; 

(a) Agency commission ; 

(e) Miscellaneous; 

shall be paid into the treasury on the morning of the next working day for each day's 
transactions ajpl shall be credited to head XXXV — Miscellaneous Provincial, sub-head 
Miscellaneous, Copying Agoncy Account. Out of the amount so paid into the treasury 
on account of (a) and ( b ) — - 

(i) ^ shall be paid to the copyists; 

(ii) ^ths shall be credited to Government plus the sums realised on account of 
( a ) ; and 

(m) -^-ths plus any sums paid under (V7j and (V) shall be credited under bend 
XXXV— Miscellaneous, to meet the expenses of the copying agency. 

34. At the close of each day after copies have been delivered either to tlio applicant 
or for despatch by post the daily totals shall be written up in Register “ B ” and the 
<*>tal sums due to Government for copying foes and urgent fees on all copies so entered 
shall be paid into the treasury as above, the amount due for copies to he despatched by 

, post being advanced from the copying agent’s imprest. The treasury receipt for the 
amount paid in shall be pasted into Register “ B.” 

35. The total amount of copying fees for Vernacular and for English copies during 
the month shall be made out separately, and one-half of each total calculated. A 
separate monthly bill for Engljsh and' Vernacular copying fees shall then be drawn. 
Each bill shall bear a certificate signed by the officer in charge to the effect that the 
amount drawn does not exceed one-half of the copying foos crodited during the month 
to English and Vernacular chpyists respectively. The sums so drawn shall be divided 

-in the proportion laid down in rule 21 (B) amongst the English and the Vernacular 
copyists. 

36. A separate monthly bill shall be drawn as above for the attestation fees of 
English copies. 

This bill shall bear a certificate signed by the officer in charge to the effect that the 
sum drawn does not exceed y^th of the copying fee credited during the month for 
English copies, and that the usual income tax deductions have been made and credited 
to Government. 

37. At the cloRe of each month tho copying agent shall draw on a contingent hill 
from the head “ Miscellaneous ” and credit by transfer to tho appropriate head Land 
Revenue or Administration of Justice, all search and inspection fees, and the record 
office share of -^ths of the copying foes including urgent fees recoivpd. 

38. Tho pay of establishment shall he drawn On the usual establishment hill forms 
and other contingent charges shall ho drawn in tho ordinary way. The usual contiu- 

' gent register shall he maintained. The imprest shall not bo u.sed for payments other 
than those on bobalf of applicants for copies. 

39. Although the trnusnetions of the copying department are brought on ihe general 
accounts and budgeted for in the ordinary way, Government does not claim any income 
from copying fees other than the -j^-ths share credited under Land Revenue or Admini- 
stration of Justice, as record fees and does not admit any expenditure on tlic copying 
agency in excess of the remaining ^rtlis. The Deputy Commissioner is authorised to 
spentj. on Miscellaneous contingent expenditure of tho agency any balances in oxcess 
of the amount of the Agent’s imprest, accruing under the sum detailed as item (iii) in 
rule 33. An account of income and expenditure shall be kept. This account shall be 
in the following form: —

The charges include — 

ta) the pay of the copying agent, his assistants and chaprasis employed, 

(b) copyists’ fees and fees for attestation, / 

(r) articles for the use of the copyists such as stationery and office furniture,' 

(rl) hot and cold weather charges, 

(e) purchase of typewriters and accessories and charges for repair to same, 

(f) expenditure incurred on copies when the amount cannot be recovered, 

(g) record office fees credited by transfer to Land Revenue and Administration of 

J ustice. 

The account shall he balanced each month. A consolidated account for the year 
shall be prepared after 31st March in oaeh year in the same form and shall be sub- 
mitted to the Chief Commissioner for information, not later than 15th May with a certi- 
ficate that the receipts and charges for each month have been attested by the Treasury 
Officer. 

The contingent expenditure must not reduce the balance below the amount of the 
copying agent’s advance. 

40. All sums deducted under rule 9 from the remuneration of copyists shall be paid 
into the treasury to the credit of Government. 

41. Early in August the officer in charge shall prepare a budget of receipts and 
expenditure for the ensuing year and submit it to the Deputy Commissioner. The 
latter shall submit it to the Chief Commissioner not later than 20th August. 


IX .- — Registers . 

42. The following registers shall be maintained: — 

Register A- — or register of nppli cations. Columns 1-7 shall be written up for each 
application as soon as orders have been passed for a copy to be prepared. Columns 8-13 
shall be completed as soon as the copy is ready for delivery. When any copy so entered 
is sent to the applicant by V. P. Post, a note that it has been so sent shall be made in 
the column of remarks. 

Register B — or register of daily receipts. 

Register C — or register of copies sent by Y. P. Post. 

Entries in columns 1-6 shall be written up as soon as the copy is ready for despatch, 
and columns 7-12 when the sums due are received or the packet is returned as the case 
may he. 

Register D — or imprest register. 

Register E— or register of pending files. 

Register F — or register of applications returned to applicants, 

Register G — or register of leave granted to copyists. 

X. — Translation. 

43. The Deputy Commissioner as occasion arises may appoint any person to cpitv 
out the work of translation in addition to his own duties, provided he does the work 
out of office hours. 

44. The fee for translation shall be four times the fee payable for an ordinary copy 
of the document of which a translation is required, 

45. The translator shall be paid one-half of this fee which shall he drawn as pro- 
vided for in the case of copyists; ^ths of the fees shall be credited to Government and 
^3 ff tbs to the Copying Department as in the case of copies. 

46. The Deputy Commissioner may order that any translation 1m specially attested 
and may name the person by whom the work shall be done. 

The fees for attestation shall be the same as those for the attestation of English 
copies. 

47. The Deputy Commissioner shall pass orders fob the translation of any docu- 
ment required by or on behalf of any department of the Public Service. 

48. In all other respects the procedure in the case of translation shall he that for 
copies. 

Noth.— A gainst all entries in Registers the word " Translation ” shall he noted in the column ot 
remarks. 


XT. — Inspection. 

49. The fees for inspection of such records as may lawfully be inspected by parties 
and their agents shall be as follows: — 

For ordinary inspections Re. 1 per hour or part of hour. 

For urgent inspections Rs. 2 per hour or part of hour. 

All such fees shall be credited to Government under the appropriate head Land Re- 
venue or Administration of Justice in accordance with iule 37,
